Friends plan 
Rizzo fundraiser

Friends of Nicholas A. Rizzo Jr., 
who was the chief fundraiser for past 
presidential candidate Paul Tsongas, 
have planned a $125-per-ticket support 
dinner for the Hemlock Road resident, 
to help pay for his medical and legal 
costs. Mr. Rizzo, who has suffered ill 
health recently, was charged last 
February by a federal grand jury with 
46 counts of mail and bank fraud. 

The charges allege that Mr. Rizzo 
defrauded the Tsongas campaign of 
more than $1 million as well as fraudu- 
lently obtained another $2.8 million in 
bank loans. 

Mark Henry, a North Andover 
accountant and long-time friend of Mr. 
Rizzo, said he other friends and rela- 
tives of Mr. Rizzo have planned the 
dinner, which will be held Friday, 
June 11, at Merrimack College. Mr. 
Henry said more than 160 invitations 
have been distributed and so far more 
than 50 people have indicated they will 
attend. 

The primary objective of the event 
is to show support and boost the Rizzo 
family’s morale, said Mr. Henry. 

“We'd like to send a message to Nick 
and (his wife) Maria and their family 
that this will not be a one-time effort. 
We want it to be viewed as a symbol of 
support.

While dentists have been turning on racio headsets for years to 
calm the nerves of their patients, they may soon have another 
use for radio waves. The technique known as electrosurgery 
ulilizes radio waves to conduct gum surgery. It involves the use 
of a wire that emits radio signals which the dentist guides over 
the gums. By selecting different forms of radio waves, the dentist 
can either cut tissue, coagulate it, or destroy malignant cells. 
Already in use, electrosurgery may one day be widely used to cut 
and drain abscesses, remove damaged tissue, and carry out 
other applications. Its chief advantages are that it minimizes 
bleeding (allowing the dentist a clearer view) and requires no 
pressure (thereby making gum surgery more comfortable for the 
patient).

Body found on river banks identified

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School officials push maintenance program

Leaky roofs and 
mold problems that 
close school for days 
at a time will be 
problems of the past, 
say school officials, if 
a preventive mainte- 
nance program is 
established and fund- 
ed. Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of 
schools, Susan Jenk- 
ins of the School 
Committee and Tom 
Honeycutt, chair- 
man of the commit- 
tee’s School Building 
Oversight Commit- 
tee that drafted the 


maintenance pro- 
gram, argued the 
merits of their plan 
before the selectmen 
Monday night. 

They would like 
the selectmen to 
match the funds the 
School Committee 
has committed to 
establish a pilot pre- 
ventive maintenance 
program that would 
cover one school 
building and one 
town building for a 
year. The cost to 
operate the pilot pro- 
gram for one year 
would be between 


$30,00 and $40,000, 
said Dr. McQuillan. 

“That is a high 
estimate, but it 
would be more than 
enough to hire some- 
one to catalog and 
inventory on a data 
base all the systems 
and equipment in 
two buildings and 
(hire) a consultant to 
oversee the program 
and participate in 
some of the work,” 
he said. 

Finance Commit- 
tee members have 
already given their 
support. Selectmen 


agreed Monday night 
that they like the 
concept of the plan, 
but they’d like to see 
if it can be managed 
within the town’s 
maintenance depart- 
ment, rather than 
spending the money 
on consultants, said 
Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski. 


“In general I like 
the philosophy 
behind it. It builds 
on the preventive 
maintenance we do 
now on the public 
buildings, but it

productively. When she flies 
from England to visit her

she was in her 30s, tend to be 
light and primarily concerned 
with nature, says Ms. Robin- 
son, her later poetry often 
draws upon experiences in 
her life that some might con- 


sider morbid. For example, 
her grief upon the death of a 
12-year-old son by drowning 
and her agony at witnessing 
the long, slow decline of her 
husband in his last years — Ms, 
Hesketh has been a widow for 
several years — both surface in 
later books, including Netting 
the Sun, a 1989 collection that 
adds new and unpublished 
works to samplings of earlier 
verse. 

In lesser hands, such sub- 
ject matter would cry out to be 
avoided. However, Ms. Hes- 
keth’s wry poems seem to pick 
over the hidden thoughts of 
“Everyman” and serve them 
up in clear, often tart, terms. 
“She has a kind of a black 
humor,” her daughter con- 
cedes, that belies her 
demeanor, which Ms. Robin- 
son characterizes as that of 
“an English poet,” who 
“speaks the king’s English,” 

According to Ms. Robinson, 
her mother enjoys a mild fame 
in her native England, in spite

The teens feel 
pressure to look 
good and fit in. 


They want 
straight talk 
from religious 


leaders and 
respect from all 
adults. They 
want to talk and 
they want to be 
listened to. And 
they want a place 
to hang out that 
is smoke-, alco- 
hol- and drug-free, and they would be 
willing to help build such a place them- 
selves, 

These are some of the issues 
brought up by a small group of stu- 
dents who took part in panel discus- 
sions or in written surveys distributed 
by the Townsman in the past few 
weeks, And their answers seem to jibe 
with a much larger, more scientific 
Survey of more than 2,000 Mas- 
sachusetts high school students recent- 
ly completed by the state's Department 
of Education. 

According to the state survey, half of 
high school students in the state have 
had sexual intercourse, one-third in 
the three months prior to the survey. 
More than half reported using alcohol 
within the previous month, one-third 
having had five or more drinks at one 
time on one or more occasions. One in 
five used marijuana, more than a third 
had recently ridden with a drunk or 
drug-influenced driver, one quarter 
had driven a car after using drugs or 
alcohol and one quarter had seriously 
considered suicide in the last year. 
Problems here 

The state statistics are probably not 
shocking or real news to anyone. But 
confirmation that the same problems 
exist here in Andover is still difficult 
for some people to swallow. 

Dr. Larry Larsen, child psychologist 
and a selectman in town, said sex is the 
drug of the late 1980s and the 90s, 
according to his discussions with kids 
from all over the Merrimack Valley, 
including Andover. LSD use is up, 
along with use of some designer drugs 
such as Ecstasy, a euphoric drug often 
used with LSD. 

Kids don’t do much homework and 
don’t need to because schools in 
general are easy, Dr, Larsen said, and 
at least one of the student-panel mem- 
bers agreed with him, Kids think they 
will live forever, Dr. Larsen said, and 
they have problems with “addictive 
relationships.” They want relation- 
ships just so they can pick up the 
phone and have someone there, regard- 
less of how much they fight or break 
up, he said. 

Detective Joe Hastings, juvenile offi- 
cer for the Andover Police Department 
with 15 years experience, said that run- 
aways, alcohol and sex abuse are some 
of the problems on which he spends 
much of his time. But he doesn’t see 
Significant increases in any particular

* Find a run-down house or other 
building to turn into a teen center 
and the kids will do the work, It 
would give them something that 
they can be proud of and say, “I did 
that.” However, at least one panelist, 
when asked, said kids probably 
wouldn’t want to build a senior cen- 
ter, for instance. 

It's OK to challenge teens, These 
are some of the same students who 
helped build the Dragon’s Lair play- 
ground at Bancroft School, and they 
say they can do this, 

* At least one panel member 
wants a skateboard park so skate- 
boarders aren’t being hounded out 
of the public and private parking 
lots by police. It would be better for 
the kids, would free up the police, 
and would help foster a better rela. 
tionship between the two, they said, 
The park would not require much 
funding, but would need a piece of 
property. 

* Steve would like to have open 
campus at the high school, meaning 
students could leave campus when 


destructive behavior on the part of 
teens, he said. 

“In my estimation, there is not a 
serious problem. You deal basically 
with the same few kids and the rest of 
the kids go on,” Detective Hastings 
said. 

He sees parents torn apart in the 
middle of the night because a child has 
run away and is missing, but in most 
cases the son or daughter is sleeping 
peacefully on a friend’s couch. At the 
request of her parents, he recently 
pulled a 15-year-old girl from “a nice, 
respectable Andover family” out of a 
Lawrence motel where she was 
“shacked up” with her boyfriend. The 
girl has been sexually active since age 
12, and she is not unique, he said, 

Ruby Easton, chairwoman of the 
guidance department at the high 
school, said she has seen an increased 
demand for counseling at the high 
school. 

“I think what’s new and different is 
crisis counseling certainly has 
increased,” Ms. Easton said. “In the 
course of one day you may deal with 
six immediate crises that have got to 
have some attention.” 

Those crises might include a suicide 
gesture, a serious eating problem, a 
fight at home or a student’s refusal to 
go home, a girlfriend/boyfriend 
breakup with a lot of animosity, a stu- 
dent realizing he or she has lost control 
with drugs or alcohol, or a student just 
feeling out of control in general, Those 
problems have been on the increase, 
according to Ms. Easton. 

Whether there is a problem, or are

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hot scheduled to be in class, 

“In school, it feels like you're 
trapped,” he said. 

He'd like to be able to go outside 
during his free periods. 

“I think it’s the students’ choice if 
they want to learn,” Gary said. 

If school officials are worried 
about kids leaving the school 
grounds, they could get parents to 
sign waivers, 

« The group favored a proposal to 
meet once a month to talk about how 
things are going and to discuss the 
issues that are on kids minds.

* They say they would be willing 
to take part in a program that chal- 
lenges them, even if it involved a lot 
of work, such as repairing damage 
from Hurricane Andrew in Florida 
or from the riots in Los Angeles, as 
long as it wasn’t in Andover. 

» The YMCA is “out” according to 
these kids, but they would be inter- 
ested in a center that offered a pame 
room and other activities, 


problems, here in Andover does not 
seem to be an issue, though how much 
of a problem exists still depends on 
who you talk to. But the more impor- 
tant question is what to do about it. 
Teen center needed 

The kids say their most immediate 
need is a teen center offering a variety 
of activities where teens can hang out 
and be with their friends without too 
much adult control and supervision, 

The R&R Coffee House, which 
opened at 100 School St. last winter, 
has provided an outlet for many kids, 
even giving some an opportunity they 
might otherwise not have had to play 
music in front of a live audience. But it 
is not the answer for everybody. 

“I’m not exactly considered a cool 
person at school,” and I don’t feel com- 
fortable at the coffee house, said Jeff, 
one of 11 panel members who talked 
with the Townsman about how it’s 
going for them here in Andover, [See 
separate story on page 42 about why 
panel members’ names have been 
changed. | 

“There are people afraid to go to the 
coffee house,” said John, another panel 
member. 

Most panel members agreed that the 
coffee house attracts a certain crowd. 

“A lot of people there are racist,” 
said Becky, another panel member, 

While more than one of the panel 
members said drugs can be found at or 
around the coffee house, most agree 
that that would be true for any place 
where a wide variety of kids gather. 

Jeff, another panel member, would 
like a teen center where everybody 


responsibility 


could go and feel comfortable. He also 
said parents have to teach kids toler- 
ance and acceptance of everyone else. 
Mary also said a teen center should be 
a place for everybody, but where no 
drugs, alcohol or smoking were 
allowed. 

Gary said he’d like a music store, 
like Newbury Comics. Jeff said he’d 
like to have a restaurant where “they 
trust you,” and they don’t ask, “Do you 
have money” when you walk in the 
door. 

Wendy said it is asking too much to 
expect one place to have something for 
everybody, and Gary said it might take 
a number of small places to provide 
opportunities for a greater number of 
kids. 

Best things about AHS 

The complaints the kids have about 
Andover High School are very specific, 
like when one said the school is too 
tight and restrictive on arts, such as 
when it recently changed some of the 
words in the student performance of 
Neil Simon’s Brighton Beach Memoirs. 
But the same youth said the school 
offers a lot for students. 

“It’s really easy to get involved in 
stuff,” Rod said, 

Wendy likes all the Advanced Place- 
ment courses offered, which are not 
available at a lot of schools, because 
they make it easier to get into a lot of 
colleges. 

Mary said the activities and the 
clubs are good 

“You're always welcome there,” 
Mary said. 

Steve said the tutoring room is very 
helpful and Gary said the school has 
plenty of nooks and crannies where a 
student can go to get away from others. 

Karen said AHS gives kids a lot of 
choices and each person has to take the 
responsibility for themselves to take 
advantage of them. 

And “most” of the teachers realize 
that kids have lives, other interests, 
outside the classroom, Jeff said. 

“They treat you like an adult” at the 
high school, according to Sally, a new 
student to Andover two years ago. 
There was “a sense of openness and 
“welcomeness” when she came here, 
she said. 

“Cool” adults and counseling 

There are several adults whom the 
kids said they respect and feel they can 
talk with, but they acknowledge that it 
is difficult for an adult to relate to kids 
and maintain authority. 

“The adult would have to be like an 
older brother of older sister,” one said. 

Some adults try to be one of the kids, 
and that doesn’t work either, they said. 
The adult must maintain a separation 
between the two groups. 

One couple mentioned as fitting this 
bill are Patty and Dave Reese, an 
African-American couple who run a 
youth group at Christ Church. 

“They're nice,” Becky said. 

Someone else mentioned TEMTY, 
for Temple Emanuel Teen-age Youth, a 
group that organizes youth trips, as a 
good group that understands kids.

Died after fall from swing 


Daniel Andrew Hartzell 
Kichorowsky, 4, of 15 Elysian 
Drive, died Sunday, May 23, after 
falling from a swing in his yard. 

Daniel was the son of Lee 
- Hartzell and Roman 
Kichorowsky. His parents said 
he was an active, outgoing child 
who loved to draw. His artwork 
is proudly displayed throughout 
the family’s home. 

“He loved to go to swimming 
lessons at the Y and story time at 
the library,” his mother said. 

Daniel made many friends in 
his neighborhood during the one 
year the family has lived on 
Elysian Drive. He also had many 
friends in Methuen, where the 
family used to live and many 
friends at his play group, his 
mother added. 

Daniel was playing on a tire 
swing in his backyard Sunday 
afternoon around 1 p.m. when he 
fell off the swing, which was a 
few feet off the ground, according 
to his father, and landed on his 
chest. Mr. Kichorowsky said he 
and his wife ran to Daniel and 
immediately began taking turns 
performing CPR on him until the 
Andover ambulance arrived and 
then took him to Lawrence Gen- 
eral Hospital. He was pro- 
nounced dead at the hospital at 2 
p.m. 

According to Mr. Kichor- 
owsky, doctors at the hospital 
told the family that a fall from 
such a short distance should not 
have caused Daniel’s heart to 
stop beating. Mr. Kichorowsky 
said autopsy results indicate that 
the impact of the fall seems to be 
the “best explanation” as to what 
caused Daniel’s heat to stop beat- 
ing.

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because his parents are divorced — he 
lives with his mother, her boyfriend 
and his sister — but that doesn’t seem to 
be a problem. 

He’s Rhett Bachner, 18 years old, a 
senior at Andover High School, and 
he’s worth listening to. 

Here’s how Mr. Bachner answered 
the last question of the Townsman’s 
questionnaire that kicks off the 
Andover for Teen series: “You can have 
three attitudes towards high school 
these days. It’s up to the student to 
choose the right direction. High school 
is a place to get high; a place to get by; 
or a place to succeed and want to try.” 

For Mr. Bachner, it’s a place to suc- 
ceed and to try. 

Mr. Bachner is the kind of student 
who you might think would get into 
trouble. There are stressful situations 
in his life. He worked hard and got into 
the college of his choice, Babson; but 
he can’t go because he didn’t get 
enough financial aid. So he’s going to 
the school of management at UMass. 

His stepfather, Tom Honeycutt, was 
laid off recently from his job as a coor- 
dinator at a power plant. His father, 
Steve Bachner, lives in New Jersey 
where he works as a_e sales 
representative for an outer-wear corpo- 
ration. He helps support his son. Rhett 
Bachner’s sister, 21-year-old Tara, just 
graduated from UMass. and she has 
just moved out of the family house. 

Mr. Bachner currently works 18 to 
25 hours, on weekends and nights, 
stocking groceries at DeMoulas super- 
market in Shawsheen Plaza, where he 
has worked since he was 14 years old. 
He also has worked every summer 
since he was 12. This summer he will 
be a camp counselor in Casco, Maine. 
He writes poetry, he’s a member of Stu- 
dents Against Drunk Driving and he 
participates in the AIDS walk and the 
Walk for Hunger. 

He says AIDS is an issue “we avoid 
in Andover because we are so rich.” 

He says sex at the high school “is 
much more obvious now than it used 
to be. I’ve talked with kids at Doherty 
and West who are having sex.” 

He says, “Rumor has it that there’s 
at least seven people at Andover High 
who are HIV positive.” 

But he says, “I wouldn’t say (sex) is 
the drug of choice.”

Now, he is a 
commuter, from Tyngsboro. His moth- 
er, Candace Bachner, is a tenured 
teacher at Sanborn School, so he is 
allowed to pay tuition to go to Andover 
High School. But that means a 35- 
minute drive in the morning, and a 20- 
minute drive at night, when traffic is 
lighter. 

But Mr. Bachner is pretty cool. 

“T don’t feel that frustrated,” he 
says. 

In fact, you might say Mr. Bachner 
is content. 

“There’s no place I’d rather be than 
Andover,” he says. “Andover is a beau- 
tiful town. People are really nice.” 

But there is a however to his com- 
ments. 

“Our youth are somewhat troubled,” 
he says. 

“Starting with sixth grade all the 
way through high school, kids are 
going the wrong way now.” 

Is this new? 

“Yes,” he answers. “When I was a 
freshman, you’d look up at the older 
grades; they were all jocks. They may 
have been a little cocky... Now, every- 
one wants to be a druggie. It’s no 
longer taboo to be one. Before, you 
needed to be a sports hero.” 

Four years ago, according to Mr. 
Bachner, if a kid said he smoked a lot 
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grams AHS offers. 

“If you take 10 alcoholic and abused 
children and place them at Andover 
High four years, I guarantee that not 
more than one would reach out, that 
they are not going to find the guidance 
counselors.” 

The guidance counselors have to 
reach out to, and find, the kids who 
need them, says Mr. Bachner. 

“Students won’t come to you,” he 
says. 

“They are embarrassed,” he 
explains. “They are private. They have 
no communication with their parents, 
so why would they communicate with 
adults at Andover High School? 

“Students are defensive toward 
adults. They expect to be reprimand- 
ed.” 

But he says lots of kids are good peo- 
ple, that there are going to be “10 bad 
apples in every grade” who give all 
kids a bad name. 

“We have excellent guidance coun- 
selors, But they can do only so much. I 
had family problems. (AHS guidance 
counselor) Mike (Marcoux) came to 
me. Mike finds out everything. My 
friends knew that my grandfather was 
sick and that my sister was sick (she’s 
fine now), and it was bothering me. My 
friends told him and he came to me. He 
knows who drinks, he knows who does 


drugs, he. knows what’s going on in 
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every class, and some hate him for that 
because they feel he is invading their 
privacy. 

“T’ve learned a lot from my mother,” 
Mr. Bachner continues, explaining 
how he works through his problems. 
“Most of these kids who don’t commu- 
nicate with their parents don’t talk 
with them because they have a bad 
image of them. Most kids who don’t 
talk with anybody live private lives. 

“You really have to reach out to 
kids,” he continues. 

But he admits, “Someone once told 
me you can only reach the kids who 
want to be helped.” 

Asked why he is in such good shape, 
Mr. Bachner says he comes from “a 
strong family background and I have 
pretty good communication with my 
mother.” 

He thinks for a minute and then 
adds, “I guess I listen a lot. I’m an open 
person. 

“My largest insecurity is conflict,” 
he allows. “You don’t have to be 
friends with everybody, but you don’t 
have to have enemies.” 

Physical conflict is frightening, says 
Mr. Bachner. 

“The high school is a crowded place. 
There’s going to be physical contact.” 

He talks about another problem for 
Andover kids: “There’s nothing to do 
on weekends.” 

Asked where there is a community 
that has something to do on weekends, 
and he smiles: “That’s a good ques- 
tion.” 

He says kids are going to drink no 
matter what adults say, so adults have 
two choices: Give them a safe place to 
do it, or give kids things to do that 
don’t involve drinking. 

The drug and alcohol free party 
planned for AHS graduation night is a 
good idea, says Mr. Bachner. 

“T am going,” he says. “They are 
doing good things; they are promoting 
it well. They are getting a good 


response.”

Someone asked of this newspaper’s 
series, Andover for Teens: What hap- 
pens if you take the kids’ concerns and 
requests to the adults and nothing hap- 
pens?” 

Our first answer was, “That would be 
sad.” 

But our real answer is: That won’t 
happen because something already has 
happened. As Doherty Middle School 
Principal Floyd McManus said recent- 
ly, just talking about a problem, 
acknowledging that it exists, is a step in 
the right direction. The problem is not 
new: Kids want respect; they want to 

“talk; and they don’t want adults to lec- 
ture to them. 

Andover already is responding to 
teens, too, trying some new approaches 
with them. Andover High School has 
been listening to and responding to stu- 
dents’ needs with programs such as 
Project Teamwork (minority celebrities 
talking about prejudice), and GUTS 
(making drug-free choices). : 

The business community, through 
the Andover Chamber of Commerce, is 
taking some responsibility by cooperat- 
ing with the schools in defining what 

@businesses want in a high-school gradu- 
ate. The Chamber also is working on a 

_ mentoring program, in which students 
will be matched with adults in a field 
the student might like to work in. 

The Andover League of Women Vot- 
ers has just approved a major study and 
action program of teens’ needs in 
Andover. And a group of community 
leaders, Our Town, has made a couple 
dozen summer jobs available for kids 
here. 

At the Townsman, we have newly- 
renewed faith in students’ ability to 


~ express themselves honestly. We are 


reminded that part of our work, and the 
responsibility of adults in general, is to 
encourage communication with kids. 

These kids respect their parents; they 
are forming career plans; and they 
believe they are valued. They know 
adults care about them and they have 
adults with whom they can talk. They 
care about their physical health and the 
environment. And they say Andover is 
a good place to live, although they are 
bored here. 

« Kids are willing to take the responsi- 
bility to work at worthwhile jobs, if 
adults will listen to them, give them 
important tasks that would make a dif- 
ference, not just busy work, and not 
push information down their throats.

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Clown Town 
responds to 
parking tickets 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to respond to your 
editorial and the article on the ticket- 
ing of cars illegally parked by partic- 
ipants at Clown Town. 

As many of your readers probably 
know, the Andona Society sponsors 
Clown Town, a community event 
and fund-raiser, to benefit the chil- 
dren of Andover. With this event and 
several others, this women’s group 
contributes over $30,000 annually in 
support of youth services. 

The event is highly organized. 
Alerting participants to parking reg- 
ulations is part of the planning. “No 
Parking” signs are posted by the 
town in areas around the park. Addi- 
tionally, the Andona Society obtains 
signs and road barriers from high- 
way maintenance, which we post 
and put in place in key areas on Sat- 
urday morning. 

The majority of these “No Park- 
ing” signs are placed for fire safety to 
ensure passage of fire equipment. 
Therefore, the adherence to the “No 
Parking” signs becomes a public 
safety issue. Announcements are 
made throughout the day from the 
gazebo, warning participants that 
illegally parked cars will be ticketed.

chapel this evening 
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regulations. Some choose not to. 

We do not, however, believe that 
part of Andona’s planning should 
include enforcing no parking.

At noontime on Sat- 
urday, when checking to see what 
happened to one of the two police 
details we hired for the day, I was 
told that of the five officers on duty, 
all were ticketing cars and no one 
could be spared to monitor The Park. 
Wouldn’t the town, the police, the 
Andona Society and the participants 
have been better served if those five 
policemen who were ticketing, 
instead asked people to please find 
other legal parking spots? Wouldn’t 
all the participants and Andona Soci- 
ety volunteers have been better 
served to have the police support in 
the park to ensure public safety at 
our event? 

The suggestion for off-site parking 
and shuttle service is a good one. 
There are, however, limits to what 
one organization can provide in 
terms of people, resources and liabil- 
ity risks. Perhaps there is a non-prof- 
it organization in town who may be 
able to provide this service. Or 
maybe the town merchants would 
like to underwrite this activity, with 
a stop in town where Clown Town 
attendees could do some shopping. If 
there is an interest, we would be 
very happy to explore the possibility. 

All in all, clown Town is a very 
successful event, bringing pleasure 
to a lot of people. It also has to be a 
cooperative effort, where partici- 
pants respect public safety, where

“If people get together and they 
bond, they will have fun,” Becky said. 

A number of teachers were 
mentioned as adults with whom kids 
can talk, but even in this small group 
of panelists, the names mentioned var- 
ied greatly, and there was some dis- 
agreement as to who was “cool.” What 
was consistent was the teachers men- 
tioned all had demonstrated a real 
interest in the students. 

“They understand what kids are 
like,” said Steve. 

“They take authority, but they’ll 
talk to you instead of talking at you,” 
Jeff said. 

One was “more like a dad,” Wendy 
said. 

Another was just genuinely con- 
cerned. 

“He really wants to know. He’s not 
just trying to make conversation,” Rod 
said. “He’s sincerely interested.” 

One teacher helped him when his 
grades were slipping, Gary said. Other 
teachers are there “just to get a pay- 
check,” he said. 

About a quarter of teachers really 
care, Jeff said. 

Sally said “only a few really care.” 

“Sometimes they’re too busy,” Sally 
said. 

There were one or two incidents 
mentioned when a counselor respond- 
ed to a request for help from one of the 
panelists or for a friend, but they said 
that generally, if they had a problem, 
they would not take it to the counsel- 
ing department. 

“Sometimes they try to get inside 
your head,” Becky said. 

“They really don’t help you,” Steve 
said. 

Sally has gone tu the counselors for 
help and been told they would come get 
her or send for her, but they never did. 

“Teachers don’t like freshmen,” said 
Becky, and everyone seemed to agree 
that freshman sometimes don’t get a 
fair shake. 

They want respect 

Several of the teens said that they 
don’t get respect from some school 
administrators and teachers. One, a 
junior, said that an administrator 
recently questioned whether he was 
even a student. 

Another said she feels both students 
and faculty are sexist in their atti- 
tudes, and that she is constantly hav- 
ing to prove herself. 

“T really feel I don’t get as much 
respect as I should in the high school,” 
Wendy said. 

Her peers agree that women’s issues 
don’t get priority and said a recent 
assembly to discuss women’s issues 
was scheduled during lunch when 
nobody could go to it. 

Wendy also said she doesn’t feel the 
classes are difficult at AHS. 

Rod said he feels AHS students are 
treated like kindergartners compared 
to students at Phillips Academy, where 
they are treated like college students, 
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Here’s a look at the Townsman teen 
panel: 

« Mary, 15, freshman honors stu- 
dent, self-described jock; plans to go to 
four-year college.

Sally said she is treated more like an 
adult in her own home than at the 
school. 

“Kids like to be kept informed,” 
Karen said. 

Parents are missing that kids today 
are smarter than most parents give 
them credit for, one teen said, and oth- 
ers agreed. 

But Wendy said she and her mom 
have a good relationship, and that they 
often just talk like friends about sex, 
guys, pregnancy and life. 

“She treats me like an adult,” 
Wendy said. 

Her mom is at home and in her case 
Wendy feels that helped to have her 
mother there to talk with. Parents 
should make time for the kids and not 
leave it up to the school, she said. 

Gary said that if the teachers really 
cared about the drug and alcohol use at 
the high school, they would patrol the 
bathrooms more. And when someone 
is caught smoking pot in a bathroom, 
as was recently the case, closing the 
bathroom to all students is not an 
appropriate response. The other stu- 
dents agreed. 

But in general, despite its shortcom- 
ings, the group said Andover High is 
doing a good job educating kids. When 
asked if School Choice were available 
here, would they stay, all said they 
would remain at Andover High. 

“Andover is the best. That’s really 
sad but it’s the truth,” Jeff said. 

Karen would stay because her 
friends are here, she said, and Rod 
because there’s nothing better. 
Religion 

Religion also needs to address issues 
more directly, the teens said. 

Instead of questioning their faith, 
religious leaders should be trying to 
answer specific questions. They should 
ask, “What do you want to know 
about?” to find out what concerns kids 
have and address them, 

The kids want some control over the

down their throats. And they don’t feel 
churches have kept up with society. 

One of the students is an atheist but 
said his Catholic family members have 
not forced their faith on him. But he 
knows a lot of kids who have been con- 
firmed in the Catholic Church only 
because it’s what their parents wanted, 
and who don’t believe in the faith. 
Stress and peer pressure 

The causes of stress and peer pres- 
sure vary among the respondents. 

John said women and school cause 
stress for him, but admitted that part 
of his problem is that he “parties all 
night.” Sally and Karen said school 
grades are the biggest source of stress 
for them. For Becky, it’s her parents. 

“They come down so hard on 
things,” Becky said. 

Getting pressure from parents is 
really tough, Rod said. But he said each 
person is his or her own master and 
responsible for his/her own stress. 

“T think I’m harder on myself,” he 
said. 

Todd, too, puts stress on himself. 
Steve said that finding free time is his 
greatest challenge. He works almost 
full time, has two cars, a motorcycle 
and a girlfriend, maintains about a C- 
minus average in school and likes to 
party. 

Gary doesn’t feel much stress, he 
said. His parents are “pretty cool.” 
They just want him to treat people 
with respect. 

It is curious that sex, rather than 
dating, is perceived as a peer pressure, 
for some. 

Two girls said most kids they know 
are careful about pregnancy and use a 
condom. At least one said kids also 
worry about AIDS and “take precau- 
tions.” 

Fashion and fitting in to a group are 
other sources of stress. You’re defined 
and stereotyped in Andover, some 
said, but all agree that is not unique to 
this town. 

“The groups are so determined by 
stale) ant music,” Gary said. ! 
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Karen said kids are all set up*in 
groups and that it’s hard to break out 
of the stereotypes of those groups, and 
that if they break out of the groups 
they are wrong. 

John disagreed, saying that he’s bro- 
ken from groups and it’s not difficult. 
Drugs and alcohol 

The youths all agree that drugs are 
used by students at the high school lev- 
el and at school-related events, mostly 
marijuana and alcohol, but cocaine, 
LSD and others also are available 
either elsewhere in town or in 
Lawrence. 

“You can basically buy drugs any- 
where from what I’ve been hearing,” 
one of the boys said. He attended a 
prom party recently at which he was 
offered both alcohol and marijuana. He 
accepted a sip of wine but refused the 
marijuana. It was his first experience 
being near pot or being offered it. 

He said he would hope his parents 
could trust him to make the right deci- 
sions, as he believes he did in that case. 

“IT guess you bring the pressure 
upon yourself. If you stand out and act 
your own way, after a while people 
have to respect you,” he said. 

But Rod said it’s tougher for fresh- 
men who are eager to be accepted and 
can get locked into some bad habits 
right off the bat. 

“What I did was just getting 
involved in as many things as you pos- 
sibly can,” Rod said. 

The kids said they are confused 
about the issues of marijuana and alco- 
hol, and which one is actually worse. 
Marijuana is illegal, but they see abeo- 
hol taking its toll on families, both 
from drinking and driving and with 
domestic problems. 

Some of them question marijuana’s 
designation as what they called a 
“gateway” drug,” meaning its use 
would lead to other drug use. But oth- 
ers agree that once you cross the line 
that makes marijuana acceptable, it 
becomes much easier to be around oth- 
er drugs. 

Sally doesn’t think there is a whole 
lot teachers or the schools can do to 
stop a person from doing drugs. 

“If you're going to do drugs, nothing 
is going to stop you,” Sally said. 

But Karen said you don’t have to do 
drugs to be accepted. 

“You can belong to a group that 
doesn’t use drugs,” Karen said. 
Discipline issues 

Ellen Parker, assistant principal at 
AHS, deals with the freshmen and 
sophomores on issues related to stu- 
dent activities and discipline. 

“T see the kids in the morning and 
then eighth period. Two periods a day I 
try and cover the discipline.” 

Most problems she sees are with 
class cuts, attendance and issues 
between kids, and between kids and 
their families. Drugs are not a big 
issue, she said. 

“T don’t have those kind of issues.” 

Ms. Parker only had one or two stu- 
dents this year involved with issues of 
substance abuse, she-said: '

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She is in her sec- 
ond year as assistant 
principal here. She 
spent the last 18 
years as assistant 
principal in 
Lawrence, and said 
problems are the 
same. 

“They’re very typ- 
ical from high school 
to high school. No 
different. Very typi- 
cal for high school- 
age-group kids,” she 
said. “The biggest 
issue that I have to

Steve Richardson, 
also an assistant 
principal at AHS, 
deals with juniors 
and seniors and has 
been there 19 years. 
He spends “probably 
close to four hours a 
day” on discipline 
and said there have 
been no real changes 
in that amount of

time or the type of 
problems he sees. It 
is consistent year to 
year. 

“One of the tough- 
est things we always 
wrestle with is keep- 
ing good atten- 
dance,” Mr. Richard- 
son said. 

The three main 
areas of problems he 
sees are students cut- 
ting class, being tru- 
ant and students 
being out of bounds, 
in areas they are not 
supposed to be in 
during the day. 

“We've had some 
drug cases in the 
school this year and 
we have some every 
year. The ones I’ve 
dealt with have been 
pot,” Mr. Richardson 
said. 

The fact that he 
hasn’t seen an 
increase with drugs, 
alcohol or violence 
in the school doesn’t 
necessarily mean the 
problem hasn’t 
increased, he said. It 
just means it is not 
coming into the 


school. But he agrees 
with Detective Hast- 
ings — that it is a few 
of the students who 
are involved with a 
majority of the prob- 
lems, 

“What a lot of peo- 
ple don’t understand 
is that 98 percent of 
suspensions proba- 
bly go to less than 10 
percent of the stu- 
dent body,” Mr. 
Richardson said. 
Statistics are not 
the whole story 

Tim Thomas, 
principal at AHS, 
was very concerned 
that an article or 
series of articles on 
Andover teens would 
focus too heavily on 
negative statistics or 
that those statistics 
might be manipulat- 
ed to give an inaccu- 
rate impression and 
would miss all the 
positive programs in 
which kids are 
involved. Those facts 
include that, at the 
high-school level in 
general, 65 to 70 per- 
cent of students use 
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alcohol regularly or 
have used it within 
one week’s time, 
according to Mr. 
Thomas, or that 65 or 
70 percent have had 
sexual intercourse. 
“From my _ per- 
spective, the facts 
are shocking and 
that’s the bottom 
line,” Mr. Thomas 
said. “You’re going 
to be able to write a 


great story.” 
He wanted proper 
perspective and 


equal billing to be 
given to the efforts 
being made on the 
behalf of teens and 
the programs and 
resources available 
to them. Next week,

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State survey: 


The state Department of Education’s 
Bureau of Student Development and Health 
recently completed a Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey that polled nearly 1,970 high school 
students from across the state on risky per- 
sonal behavior. 

“While there are several findings to be cel- 
ebrated, such as 
increases in the 
number of students 
who have received 
AIDS/HIV preven- 
tion education, who 
are talking to their 
parents about AIDS 
and HIV and who 
are using condoms 
if they choose to be 
sexually active, we 
must not overlook 
the continued high 
level of other risk 
behaviors such as using alcohol, tobacco and 
other drugs, considering or attempting sui- 
cide and carrying weapons,” the survey sum- 
mary stated. 

Published in January, 1993, the survey 
was conducted between April and June, 1992, 
in randomly selected schools across the 
state, excluding private and parochial 
schools, and alternative high schools with 
enrollment of less than 100. It included 
schools in four of the state’s top nine cities, 
but excluded Boston and Worcester, the two 
largest cities, and “therefore reflects medi- 
um- and smaller-sized urban areas, suburban 
areas and rural communities across the 
state.” 

The survey findings include: 

Sexual behavior 

* Half of Massachusetts high school stu- 
dents reported having had sexual inter- 
course; 

* One third reported having sexual inter- 
course in the last three months; 

- The greatest increases in sexual activity 
among adolescent women occur between 
ninth and 10th grade, and again between 11th 
and 12th grade; 

« Six percent had sexual intercourse 
before the age of 13, including 9 percent 
males and 3 percent females; 

* Of those who have had sexual inter- 
course, 25 percent reported that they or their 
partner had been using alcohol or drugs the 
last time they had intercourse; 

- Three of 10 have had four or more sexual 
partners; 

* Among sexually experienced students, 50 
percent reported using a condom and 30 per- 
cent used either withdrawal or no contracep- 
tive method the last time they had inter- 
course; 

* One in 20 reported having been pregnant 
or having gotten someone pregnant one or 
more times; 

* 86 percent had been taught about 
AIDS/HIV infection in school, and two- 
thirds had talked about them with parents or 
other adults in their family. 

Sexual activity patterns in 1992 were com- 
parable to those from a similar 1990 survey. 
Exceptions included levels of condom use, 
AIDS/HIV education and talking with par- 
ents or other adult family members about 
AIDS/HIV, all of which appear to have 
increased.

Some risk behaviors increased 


Juvenile arrests up/down in Andover 


By Don Staruk 

Andover’s juvenile arrests were 
up in the first quarter of this calen- 
dar year compared to last year, but 
last year’s figures were lower than 
10 years ago, in 1982, 

In the first four months of 1993, 
Andover police arrested 16 juve- 
niles. That compares with just three 
in the same four months of 1992 and 
22 in all of last year. A total of 39 
juvenile arrests were made in 1982. 

Part of the reason for the dispari- 
ty in the numbers may be due to dif: 
ferent manners of reporting and 
recording statistics from year to 
year, according to Sgt. Brian Pattul- 
lo. He also said that decriminaliza- 
tion of some offenses in the last 10- 
years, such as possession of mari- 
juana going from being a felony to a 
misdemeanor, may be the reason 
for a drop in the number of arrests 
over the longer period, 


vehicle, (1) possession of burglary 
tools, (1) assault & battery of a fami- 
ly member, (1) breaking & entering 
in nighttime, (1) runaway, (1) minor 
transporting liquor, (1) indecent

14, and (1) breaking and entering. 

1982: In 1982, the 39 juvenile 
arrests included many of the same 
charges. The only ones not seen this 
year or last included (1) assault and 
battery on a police officer, (2) pos- 
session of marijuana, (1) possession 
of a class-C drug (2) operating under 
the influence (alcohol) and (1) oper- 
ating after suspension of a license, 
Alternative sentencing 

Some juveniles accused of crimes 
are first-time offenders and rather 
than being arrested and run 
through the courts, are offered the 
opportunity to take part in the 
Andover Police Department’s Alter- 
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Police arrested 16 juveniles in the 
first four months of this year, rang- 
ing in age from 13 to 16, two females 
and the rest males. All juveniles 
arrested in 1992 were age 14 to 16, 
and only one was female. The ages 
and genders are not available for 
the 1982 arrests. 

Charges so far in 1998 include: 
(1) warrant, (1) possession of a class- 
B drug(cocaine), (2) larceny, (4) tres- 
passing, (1) assault & battery, (1) 
leaving the scene of an accident, (1) 
unauthorized use of a motor vehicle 
and (6) breaking & entering in the 
nighttime.

CHINS warrant, (5) receiving stolen 
property, (3) larceny, (1) assault &

field before attending dental and law 
schools. He was a director of a medical 
laboratory that dealt with a lot of feder- 
al Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration issues and regulations. 

“I noted a real need for people in 
those different occupations to know 
more about the law. Many of those pro- 
fessionals don’t have close contacts 
with regulatory agencies and don’t 
understand what their rights and 
responsibilities are under the law,” he 
said. 

The Rossettis don’t consider their 
decision to attend law school rather 
than practice dentistry a major career 
change. 

“We realized that there are many 
issues facing dentists and other health- 
care professionals that are not taught 
in school. The practical skills are 
taught,” but rights and responsibilities 
aren’t taught, she said. 

During their three years of law 
school, the Rossettis concentrated on 
malpractice and tort law. They joking- 
ly refer to themselves as professional 
students, but they have each held down 
part-time jobs while attending classes. 
Pat Rossetti has worked 20 to 30 hours 
each week as a nurse on the days she is 
not attending classes. Armand Rossetti 
has worked for an insurance company 
serving summons and investigating 
claims. 

Spending so much time together has 
been a plus, not a minus, the Rossettis 
agree. Being full-time students and par- 
ents and working more than 20 hours 
each week is the epitome of stress, she 
said.

insect repellent manufacturers on how 
and why to safely use insect repellents. 
Benefits of insect repellents 

Common summer pests like 
mosquitoes, ticks and flies can cause 
more serious problems than the annoy- 
ing, itching bites most people experi- 
ence. They can also carry diseases, 
including Lyme disease, encephalitis, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, and oth- 
er serious illnesses. And while scratch- 
ing an insect bite may make it feel bet- 
ter, it can also cause an open sore that 
can become infected. Insect repellents 
containing DEET (N,N-Diethy]-m-tolu- 
amide) help prevent bites from insects 
and ticks that may carry these serious 
diseases. 
Selecting the proper product 

Various forms and concentrations of 
insect repellent products are available. 
Consumers should select the product 
best suited for their activity and loca- 
tion. Aerosol and pump spray products 
are generally preferred for treating 
clothing, as well as for skin applica- 
tions. Liquid, cream, lotion and stick 
products may be used for more precise 
skin application. Lower concentration 
DEET products are appropriate for 
most situations where insect exposure 
is minimal. Higher concentration prod- 
ucts give increased protection which 
may be particularly useful in highly 
infested areas or to those individuals 
more prone to insect bites. 


Some species of insects and ticks are 
more difficult to repel and may require 
a higher concentration product for 
effectiveness. Higher concentrations 
also provide longer-lasting protection 
for lengthy exposure periods where 
reapplication may be inconvenient or 
impractical. 

According to Dr. Durland Fish, asso- 
ciate professor of community and pre- 
ventive medicine at the 
New York Medical Col- 
lege and director of the 
Lyme Disease Center, 
“Skin application of an 
effective insect repel- 
lent is essential to mini- 
mize the possibility of 
acquiring bites from 
the deer tick. The scien- 
tific literature docu- 
ments that DEET is the 
most effective insect repellent 
approved for skin application.” 
Applying insect repellents 

The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) regulates insect repel- 
lents. The agency registers products it 
has determined are effective and pose 
no adverse health risks to people when 
used as directed by label instructions. 
The EPA recommends the following 
precautions when using insect repel- 
lents: 

- Apply only to exposed skin and/or 
clothing as directed on the product 
label. 

« Do not use under clothing.

- Never use repellents over cuts, 
wounds or irritated skin.

- After returning indoors, wash 
treated skin with soap and water or 
bathe. This is particu- 
larly important when 
repellents are used 
repeatedly in a day or 
on consecutive days. 

- If you suspect you 
or your child are react- 
ing to an insect repel- 
lent, wash treated skin 
and call your local poi- 
son control center. If 
you go to the doctor, 
take the insect repellent with you. 

The EPA also recommends that con- 
sumers use only those products bear- 
ing an EPA-approved label, read the 
entire product label before using the 
repellent, follow product directions

Health effects 

DEET was developed and patented 
by the U.S. Army in 1956 and was regis- 
tered for use by the general public in 
1957. DEBT is the most widely dis- 
tributed personal insect repellent 
ingredient in the world, used by an 


estimated 200 million people each year. 
The manufacturers of DEET and many 
companies which market DEET prod- 
ucts have collaborated to conduct stud- 
ies to determine the safety of DEET. To 
date, 22 health-effect studies, both 
short- and long-term, have shown that 
there is no health risk anticipated with 
the normal use of DEET products. The 
adverse health effects from DEET prod- 
ucts are generally limited to eye irrita- 
tion from inadvertent exposure to the 
eyes and infrequent skin reactions 
from sensitive individuals. 

A five-year compilation from the 
American Association of Poison Con- 
trol Centers has shown that there are 
very few serious incidents involving 
DEET products. The study showed that 
there was no correlation between the 
number or severity of incidents and 
the concentration of DEET in products. 


Joseph Veltri, professor of clinical 


toxicology at the University of Utah 
and director of the Intermountain 
Regional Poison Control Center, said, 
“My analysis of the poison control cen- 
ters’ computer records of human expo- 
sures to DEET-containing repellents 
from 1985-1989 shows that the risk of 
serious medical effects with the labeled 
use of DEET-containing insect repel- 
lents is quite low.”
